governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate, 
shall  appoint  one  member  of  said  commission  to 
serve  until  the  first  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1911; 
one  member  to  serve  until  the  first  day  of  February, 
A.  D.  1912;  and  one  member  to  serve  until  the  first 
day  of  February,  A.  D.  1913;  and  in  the  month  of 
January;  A.  D.  1911,  and  in  the  month  of  January 
ia  each  year  thereafter,  the  governor  shall  so  appoint 
one  member  of  said  commission,  to  serve  until  the 
first  day  of  February  in  the  third  year  after  the  year 
of  his  appointment,  to  succeed  the  member  of  said 
commission  whose  term  shall  next  expire.

ing, or  reconstructing  such  dams  and  their  appurte- 
nances, such  proprietor  restoring  said  premises,  after 
making  such  repair  or  reconstruction,  to  their  pre- 
vious condition  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  shall  con- 
tinue to  enjoy  the  same  rights  of  flowage  with  respect 
to  said  premises  as  such  riparian  proprietors  have 
heretofore  used  and  enjoyed.

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  Chapter  1494  of  the 
PubUc  Laws,  passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D. 
1907,  entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  town  of 
Coventry  to  issue  bonds,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows : 

'^  Section  1.  The  town  of  Coventry  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  bonds  under  its 
corporate  name  and  seal  to  the  amount  not  exceeding 
one  himdred  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  bear 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half 
per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and 
shall  be  made  payable  at  a  time  not  exceeding  thirty 
years.  The  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  shaU 
be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of  the 
present  standard  of  weight  and  fineness.  The  said 
bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  town  treasurer  and 
countersigned  by  the  town  clerk,  and  the  denomina- 
tion and  form  of  said  bonds,  the  time  and  place  of 
their  payment,  the  time  and  manner  in  which  said 
bonds  shall  be  issued  and  sold,  shall  be  prescribed 
by  an^^ordinance  of  the  town  council  of  said  town. 
The  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  In  the  town  of  Foster  the  caucuses  of 
all  political  parties  shall  be  held  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  such  provisions  shall 
apply  only  in  said  town.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  a  political  party  is  hereby  defined  to  be  one 
which  at  the  next  preceding  annual  election  of  state 
officers  cast  for  its  candidate  for  governor  at  least 
two  per  cent,  of  all  the  votes  cast  in  the  state  for 
that  officer. 

Sec.  2.  The  qualified  electors  of  each  political 
party  in  said  town  shall  annually,  at  the  caucus  held 
to  elect  delegates  to  the  convention  to  nominate  a 
candidate  for  governor,  elect  a  town  committee  for 
such  town.  The  general  management  of  the  afiFairs 
of  each  political  party  in  such  town  shall  be  vested 
in  its  town  committee,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations which  the  state  committee  of  such  political 
party  shall  make.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  any  of 
the  offices  or  in  the  membership  of  said  town  com- 
mittee shall  be  filled  by  such  committee.

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Charles  M.  Hays,  E.  H.  Fitzhugh, 
James  S.  Kenyon,  D.  F.  Sherman,  Herbert  W.  Rice, 
Henry  A.  Carpenter,  Geoi^e  H.  Webb,  G.  C.  Jones, 
E.  C.  Smith,  Albert  Tuttle,  E.  H.  Baker,  M.  M.  Rey- 
nolds, and  C.  W.  Witters,  their  associates,  successors, 
and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic  by  the  name  of  the  Southern  New  England 
Railway  Company,  with  the  powers  and  privileges 
and  subject  to  the  duties  and  liabilities  applicable 
to  such  corporations  set  forth  in  Chapters  213  and 
215  of  the  General  Laws,  and  all  acts  in  amendment 
thereof  or  in  addition  thereto.

land  for  freight  houses,  stations,  car-houses,  round- 
houses, freight  yards,  docks,  wharves,  and  elevators, 
may  take  as  much  more  land  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  operation  and  use  of  said  road ;  but  said  cor- 
poration shall  not  lay  out  or  build  its  road  across 
any  highway  within  the  limits  of  any  city  or  across 
any  state  road  at  grade,  nor  shall  said  corporation 
lay  out  or  build  its  road  across  any  other  highway  at 
grade  except  with  the  consent  of  the  town  council  of 
the  town  in  which  such  crossing  is  situated  and  upon 
the  prior  agreement  of  said  corporation  that  when- 
ever the  town  council  of  said  town  shall  so  order, 
such  grade  crossing  shall  be  aboUshed  at  the  sole 
expense  of  said  corporation;  nor  shall  said  corpora- 
tion lay  out  or  build  its  road  across  the  tracks  of  any 
railroad  or  street  railway  at  grade. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  acquire  by  condemnation,  from 
time  to  time,  such  lands  and  interests  and  estates  in 
lands  as  said  corporation  may  from  time  to  time  take 
imder  the  authority  of  this  act  and  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  including  any  land  belonging  to 
any  other  railroad  company,  not  necessary  for  such 
railroad  company's  present  business  or  its  business  in 
the  reasonably  near  future :  Provided,  that  this  act 
shall  not  authorize  said  corporation  to  acquire  by 
condemnation  any  portion  of  the  location  or  right 
of  way  of  any  other  railroad  or  street  railway  com- 
pany, or  any  highway,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
CFQSsing  such  location,  right  of  way,  or  highway, 
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either  above  or  below  grade,  and  of  maintaining 
suitable  and  convenient  abutments  or  other  supports 
for  the  structures  erected  or  constructed  for  such 
crossing,  and  so  as  not  to  impair  the  use  of  such  high- 
way, or  the  present  operation  of  said  railroad  or 
street  railway,  or  its  operation  in  the  reasonably  near 
futiu-e,  nor  to  condenm  any  land  lying  within  any 
cemetery,  pubUc  park  or  square,  or  other  public 
place. 

Whenever  said  corporation  may  take  any  lands,  or 
any  interests  or  estates  therein,  it  shall  file  in  the 
superior  court  in  the  county  in  which  said  lands  are 
located,  a  certificate  containing  a  general  description 
of  such  lands  and  a  statement  of  the  interests  and 
estates  therein  which  are  taken,  and  a  Ust  of  the 
owners  thereof,  and  the  persons  interested  therein, 
so  far  as  the  same  may  be  known  to  said  corporation. 
Said  certificate  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  plat  show- 
ing the  location  of  such  lands,  and  shall  contain  a 
notice  that  said  corporation  will  give  such  security 
as  the  court  may  require  for  the  payment  of  all  such 
costs  and  damages  as  may  be  finally  awarded  to  any 
person  interested  in  the  lands  taken  in  the  pro- 
ceedings commenced  by  the  filing  of  such  certificate. 

Upon  the  filing  of  such  certificate  and  plat  the 
court  shall  enter  an  order  fixing  the  time  when  and 
the  place  where  all  persons  interested  in  the  land  in 
said  certificate  described  may  appear  before  said 
court  and  be  heard  with  reference  to  the  appointment 
of  commissioners  to  appraise  the  damages  sustained 
by  them  by  such  taking  and  the  security  to  be  given 
by  said  corporation  for  damages  and  costs,  and  the 
clerk  of  said  court  shall  thereupon  issue  a  notice, 
directed  to  the  persons  named  in  said  certificate  and 
to  all  other  persons  interested  in  said  land,  containing 
the  substance  of  said  certificate  and  said  order,  which 
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notice  shall  be  served  by  publication  for  such  time 
and  in  such  newspaper  or  newspapers  as  the  court 
may  prescribe. 

At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  notice,  or 
at  any  adjournment  therefrom  ordered  by  the  court, 
the  court,  after  hearing  the  parties  interested  who 
may  appear  and  desire  to  be  heard,  shall  proceed 
to  fix  the  security  to  be  given  by  said  corporation 
for  damages  and  costs,  and  appoint  three  suitable 
persons  as  conmoissioners  to  appraise  the  damages 
sustained  by  the  persons  interested  in  the  lands 
described  in  said  certificate,  by  reason  of  the  tak- 
ing of  said  lands  or  of  any  interest  or  estate 
therein.  Any  vacancies  in  said  commission  which 
may  occxu'  from  time  to  time  shall  be  filled  by  the 
court,  upon  appUcation  of  any  party  interested  in 
said  proceedings  and  upon  such  notice  as  the  court 
may  direct. 

Said  commissioners,  before  they  proceed  to  execute 
their  duties,  shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  and  impartial 
discharge  thereof,  and  shall  give  reasonable  notice, 
by  publication  or  otherwise,  in  such  manner  as  the 
court  may  direct,  to  all  persons  interested,  to  file 
their  claims,  if  any  they  have  which  have  not  been 
released  to  said  corporation,  with  the  clerk  of  said 
court  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  said  notice. 
At  the  end  of  the  time  allowed  for  filing  such  claims, 
or  of  any  extension  thereof,  the  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  fix  a  time  and  place  for  hearing 
all  persons  interested,  as  to  the  damages  by  them  sus- 
tained, and  shall  give  notice  of  such  hearing  by  pub- 
lication in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published 
in  the  county  where  said  lands  are  situated,  once  a 
week  for  at  least  three  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  such 
meeting,  and  shall  give  further  notice,  if  any,  as  the 
court  may  direct.    At  the  time  and  place  fixed  for 
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said  hearing,  or  at  any  adjournment  therefrom,  the 
commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  proceed 
to  hear  the  parties  interested,  with  their  allegations 
and  proofs,  and  shall  examine  the  premises ;  and  shall 
estimate  all  such  damages  as  they  think  any  person 
interested  has  sustained  by  the  taking  of  said  land  or 
any  interest  or  estate  therein.  And  the  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  make  return  of 
their  doings,  and  of  the  damages  assessed  hy  them, 
as  soon  as  may  be,  to  the  coinrt  from  which  they  re- 
ceived their  appointment,  with  their  fees  marked 
thereon ;  which  fees,  being  first  allowed  by  the  court, 
shall  be  forthwith  paid  by  said  corporation. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  report  of  said  commissioners, 
the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  open  the  same,  and  shall 
give  public  notice,  by  advertisement  for  such  time  in 
such  newspaper  or  newspapers  as  the  court  may 
prescribe,  that  such  report  has  been  received  and 
opened  and  that  the  same  may  be  examined  by  any 
party  interested  therein ;  and  either  said  corporation, 
or  any  other  party  aggrieved  by  any  award  made  by 
said  commissioners,  or  refusal  of  award  by  said 
commissioners,  may  claim  a  jury  trial  upon  any  claim 
of  damages  thereby  awarded  or  refused,  and  may  file 
a  claim  for  such  trial  with  the  clerk  of  said  court  at 
any  time  within  three  months  from  the  opening  of 
such  report.  And  such  claim  shall  stand  for  trial 
by  jury,  upon  proper  issues  based  upon  such  claim, 
as  other  civil  cases  upon  the  docket  of  such  court, 
and  shall  be  tried  therein  in  every  respect  as  other 
civil  cases  are  there  tried,  including  the  right  to 
except  to  rulings  and  to  apply  for  new  trial  for  cause. 
But  if  the  party  claiming  such  jury  trial  shall  not 
therein  obtain  a  verdict  more  favorable  to  such  party 
than  the  award  of  said  commissioners,  such  party 
shall  pay  costs  to  the  adverse  party;  and  if  any  party 
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claiming  such  jury  trial  shall  obtain  therein  a  verdict 
more  favorable  than  the  award  of  said  commissioners, 
such  party  shall  recover  his  or  its  costs  from  the 
adverse  party. 

The  report  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  con- 
firmed by  the  court,  after  being  so  corrected  as  to 
conform  to  the  findings  of  the  jury  in  cases  where  a 
jury  trial  is  claimed;  and  upon  such  confirmation, 
execution  or  executions  for  the  damages  fixed  by  said 
report  as  confirmed  shall  issue  against  said  corpora- 
tion as  upon  a  judgment,  in  due  course  of  law. 

Whenever  said  corporation  shall  have  given  the 
security  fixed  by  the  court,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
it  may  immediately  enter  upon,  take  possession  of, 
and  use  such  lands:  Provided^  however ,  that  said 
corporation  shall  not  enter  upon,  take  possession  of, 
or  use  any  lands  belonging  to  any  other  raihoad  com- 
pany or  street  railway  company  until  the  superior 
court  in  the  coimty  in  which  such  land  shall  be  sit- 
uated shall  on  petition  preferred  by  said  corpora- 
tion and  upon  such  notice  to  said  other  company  a^ 
said  court  shall  order,  and  after  hearing  the  parties, 
adjudge  said  land  to  be  necessary  for  said  corpora- 
tion's operation  at  the  time  of  such  taking  and  not 
necessary  for  the  present  operation  of  said  other  com- 
pany or  for  its  operation  in  the  reasonably  near  • 
future.  And  either  party  may  except  to  any  such 
decree,  ruUng,  or  decision  of  said  court,  and  may  pros- 
ecute an  appeal  or  bill  of  exceptions  therefrom  to  the 
supreme  court  as  in  other  equitable  or  civil  causes  or 
actions.  If  either  party  shall  prosecute  such  appeal 
or  bill  of  exceptions  to  the  supreme  court  said  corpo- 
ration shall  not  enter  upon,  take  possession  of,  or 
use  any  of  said  lands  until  the  merits  of  said  petition 
are  finally  determined. 
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Said  corporation  may  abandon  any  lands,  or  any 
interests  or  estates  therein,  taken  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  by  filing  a  notice  of  such  abandon- 
ment in  the  ofl&ce  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  which  the 
proceedings  hereinbefore  provided  for  are  pending 
at  any  time  before  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
commissioners  appointed  to  assess  damages.  If  said 
company  shall  not  have  entered  upon,  taken  posses- 
sion of,  or  used  said  lands  so  abandoned,  or  any  inter- 
est or  estate  therein,  prior  to  the  filing  of  such  notice 
of  abandonment,  all  proceedings  for  the  assessment 
of  damages  for  the  taking  of  the  land,  or  the  inter- 
ests or  estates  therein,  so  abandoned  shall  cease,  and 
said  corporation  shall  pay  to  any  person  interested 
in  the  property  so  abandoned  all  costs  and  reasonable 
expenses,  if  any,  incurred  in  prosecuting  for  damages 
for  the  taking  of  such  land  or  estates,  or  interest 
therein,  up  to  the  time  of  such  abandonment,  which 
costs  shall  be  taxed  by  the  clerk :  Provided,  however ^ 
that  if  the  owner  of  said  land  so  abandoned,  or  of  any 
interest  or  estate  therein,  shall  have  suffered  any 
damage  or  incurred  any  reasonable  expense  prior  to 
the  filing  of  such  notice  of  abandonment  by  reason 
of  any  proceedings  for  the  condemnation  of  said 
land  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  recover  the  same  from  said  corpora- 
tion under  any  proceedings  instituted  under  this 
act  to  determine  the  value  of  said  land  or  of  said  inter- 
est or  estate  therein,  or  if  no  such  proceedings  have 
been  instituted,  then  by  an  action  of  the  case  against 
said  corporation.  If  said  -corporation  shall  have 
entered  upon,  taken  possession  of,  or  used  the  lands, 
or  any  interests  or  estates  therein,  so  abandoned, 
prior  to  such  abandonment,  and  the  assessment  of 
damages  for  the  same  is  then  pending  before  commis- 
sioners or  a  jury,  then,  upon  such  abandonment,  said 
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corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  give  such  abandon- 
ment in  evidence  of  diminution  of  damages,  paying 
costs,  if  the  question  of  damages  is  pending,  on  claim 
of  jury  trial,  notwithstanding  a  diminution  of/dam- 
ages in  consequence  of  such  abandonment  given  in 
evidence;  or  if  the  commissioners  or  a  jury  have 
finally  assessed  the  damages,  said  corporation  shall 
have  a  right  to  a  revision  of  the  assessment  and  to  a 
re-assessment,  by  petition  to  the  commissioners,  in 
order  that  the  diminution  of  damages  in  consequence 
of  such  abandonment  may  be  considered,  with  right 
of  any  party  interested  to  claim  a  jury  trial  as  in  the 
case  of  the  original  assessment. 

When  the  lands,  or  any  interests  or  estates  therein, 
in  which  any  infant  or  other  person  not  capable  in 
law  to  act  in  his  own  behalf  is  interested  are  taken 
by  said  corporation  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  court  before  which  proceedings  for  such  taking 
are  pending  may  appoint  a  guardian  ad  litem  for 
such  infant  or  other  person,  and  such  guardian  may 
appear  and  be  heard  in  behalf  of  such  infant  or  other 
person  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings;  and  such 
guardian  may  also,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
court  appointing  him,  release  to  said  corporation  all 
claims  for  damages  for  the  lands  of  such  infant  or 
other  person,  oi:  for  any  interest  or  estates  therein, 
so  taken.  And  if  there  shall  be  any  dispute  as  to  the 
title  of  any  lands  or  interests  or  estates  therein  taken 
imder  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  as  to  the  persons 
entitled  to  receive  the  damages  awarded  for  such 
taking,  or  if  the  person  entitled  to  receive  such  dam- 
ages is  imcertain  or  imknown,  said  corporation  may 
pay  such  damages  into  the  registry  of  the  court 
before  which  such  proceedings  are  pending,  with  the 
same  effect,  as  to  the  title  of  said  corporation  to  such 
lands  or  interests  or  estates  therein,  as  though  such 
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damages  had  been  paid  to  the  person  or  persons 
entitled  to  receive  the  same. 

Any  court  in  which  any  proceedings  imder  this 
act  shall  be  pending  may,  from  time  to  time,  order 
such  other  and  further  notices  to  be  given,  in  addition 
to  those  hereinbefore  prescribed,  and  may  make 
such  other  orders,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  or  with  the  general  laws  of  the  state, 
as  may  be  required,  in  the  opinion  of  such  court,  to 
protect  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  parties  in- 
terested in  such  proceedings.  And  any  proceedings 
taken  imder  this  act  may  be  amended  or  corrected  at 
any  stage,  and  the  time  may  be  extended  in  which 
persons  interested  may  file  their  claims,  upon  such 
terms  and  notice,  if  any,  as  the  court  may  prescribe. 

The  costs  of  all  proceedings  under  this  act  shall  be 
taxed  by  the  clerk  of  the  coiu-t  in  which  such  pro- 
ceedings are  pending,  and  shall  be  paid  by  said  cor- 
poration, except  as  otherwise  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  8.  When  said  corporation  shall  have  defined 
its  corporate  purposes  by  completing  the  construc- 
tion and  beginning  the  operation  of  said  railroad  as 
herein  authorized,  it  shall  have  the  same  authority 
and  power  to  acquire  by  condemnation,  from  time 
to  time,  such  lands  and  such  interests  and  estates  in 
lands  in  any  town  or  city,  in  either  .of  the  coimties 
of  Providence  or  Kent,  as  the  said  corporation  may, 
from  time  to  time,  take  for  its  corporate  purposes, 
or  for  the  corporate  purposes  of  any  railway  corpora- 
tion whose  property,  rights,  privileges,  or  franchises 
may  hereafter  be  operated  or  acquired  by  said  cor- 
poration as  is  conferred  upon  the  Rhode  Island 
Suburban  Railway  Company,  by  the  provisions  of  an 
act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  January 
session,  1900,  ''An  act  in  amendment  of  and  in  ad- 
dition to  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  incorporate  the 
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Rhode  Island  Suburban  Railway  Company/  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  May  session,  A.  D. 
1899,  and  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof,''  and  shall 
be  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  Umitations  im- 
posed by  said  act;  in  exercising  the  authority  and 
power  hereby  conferred  the  said  corporation  shall 
follow  the  same  procedure  as  prescribed  in  said  act. 

Sec.  9.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to 
imite  with  a  railroad  company  which  may  be  em- 
powered by  the  legislature  or  imder  the  laws  of  the 
conmionwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  construct  a 
railroad  from  the  line  dividing  the  states  of  Rhode 
Island  and  Massachusetts  to  the  New  London 
Northern  Railroad  in  said  commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  when  the  two  companies  shall  have  so 
united,  the  stockholders  of  one  company  shall  be- 
come stockholders  in  the  other  company,  and  the 
two  companies  shall  constitute  one  corporation.  All 
franchises,  property,  powers,  and  privileges  granted 
or  acquired  imder  the  authority  of  this  state  and  said 
coBMnonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  respectively,  shall 
be  held  and  enjoyed  by  all  the  said  stockholders  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  shares  or  amoimt  of 
property  held  by  them,  respectively,  in  either  or  both 
of  said  companies.  One  or  more  of  the  directors  or 
other  officers  of  said  Southern  New  England  Railway 
Company  shall  at  all  times  be  an  inhabitant  of  this 
state,  upon  whom  process  against  said  company  may 
be  served. 

In  Ueu  of  the  imion  as  herein  provided,  said  corpora- 
tion may  miite  with  any  connecting  railroad  com- 
pany which  has  been  or  may  be  incorporated  by  the 
legislature  or  imder  the  laws  of  the  Conunonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  by  leasing  its  said  railroad  to  said 
company,  or  by  taking  a  lease  of  the  railroad  of  said 
company,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall 
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be  agreed  between  them,  or  by  any  other  contract 
or  agreement,  duly  made  or  entered  into  between  said 
corporations. 

Sec.  10.  The  said  corporation,  either  before  or 
after  its  consolidati6n  with  the  said  Massachusetts 
company,  as  aforesaid,  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow 
money  for  its  corporate  uses  by  issuing  its  bonds  in 
sums  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and 
to  an  aggregate  amount  not  exceeding  six  million 
dollars,  which  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  such  time 
and  bear  such  rate  of  interest  as  the  corporation  shall 
determine,  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  bonds 
and  the  interest  thereof  may  mortgage  the  franchises, 
railroad,  railroad  equipment,  or  any  property  or 
estate,  real  or  personal,  which  said  railroad  corpora- 
tion may  have  or  possess  at  the  time  of  executing 
any  such  mortgage,  or  which  it  may  thereafter  at 
any  time  acquire. 

Sec.  11.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  such  sum,  not  exceeding  three  million  dollars, 
as  said  corporation  may  from  time  to  time  determine, 
divided  into  shares  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each.  It  may,  within  the  limits  herein  pre- 
scribed, increase  or  diminish  the  capital  stock  from 
time  to  time  as  the  purposes  of  said  corporation 
require,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  capital  stock  out- 
standing ;  but  none  of  such  stock  shall  be  issued  with- 
out previous  or  simultaneous  cash  payments  to  it  of 
not  less  than  the  par  value  of  such  stock. 

Sec.  12.  No  corporation  owning,  leasing,  or  oper- 
ating a  railroad  wholly  or  partly  in  this  state,  nor  any 
person  or  corporation  acting  in  its  interest,  shall, 
directly  or  indirectly,  acquire,  or  attempt  to  acquire, 
by  purchase,  exchange  of  shares,  or  in  any  other  way, 
any  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  Southern  New 
England  Railway  Company;  nor  shall  any  such  cor- 
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poration,  nor  any  person  in  its  behalf,  exercise,  nor 
attempt  to  exercise,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  con-^ 
trol,  direction,  supervision,  or  influence  whatsoever 
over  the  acts  or  doings  of  said  Southern  New  Eng- 
land Railway  Company ;  nor  shall  any  officer,  agent, 
servant,  or  employee  of  such  corporation  be  elected 
or  appointed  to  serve  or  act  as  an  officer,  agent,  ser- 
vant, or  employee  of  said  Southern  New  England 
Railway  Company. 

Nor  shall  said  Southern  New  England  Railway 
Company,  directly  or  indirectly,  nor  any  person  in  its 
behalf,  nor  any  officer,  agent,  servant,  or  employee 
thereof,  do  any  such  act  or  thing  with  respect  to  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany, or  -any  company  now  or  hereafter  owned, 
operated,  or  controlled  by  said  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  or  with 
respect  to  the  road  of  any  such  company. 

Sec.  13.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  guarantee  the  contract,  or  con- 
tracts, of  any  transportation  company  or  corporation, 
made  with  any  company  or  corporation,  to  construct 
and  equip  ajiy  steamboat  or  steamship,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase,  own,  hold, 
control,  vote,  sell,  or  negotiate  capital  stock  or  bonds 
of  any  railroad  or  transportation  company  or  cor- 
poration now  or  hereafter  organized  under  the  laws 
of  this  or  any  other  state  or  country;  also  to  guarantee 
the  payment  of  the  bonds  of  any  railroad  or  trans- 
portation company  or  corporation  now  or  hereafter 
organized  imder  the  laws  of  this  or  any  other  state 
or  coimtry. 

Sec.  14.  The  government  of  said  corporation 
shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  directors,  consisting  of 
not  less  than  seven  persons  who  shall  be  stockholders, 
and  who  shall  be  chosen  in  such  manner  as  said  cor- 
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poration  shall  by  its  by-laws  prescribe.  The  board 
of  dkectors  may  elect  such  officers  as  the  corpora- 
tion by  its  by-laws  prescribes. 

Sec.  15.  If  the  location  of  the  said  railroad 
authorized  by  this  act  shall  not  be  filed  with  the 
superior  court  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D. 
1911,  or  if,  the  location  being  made  as  aforesaid,  the 
corporation  shall  fail  to  complete  said  railroad  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  1915,1bhen  in  either  of  the 
above  mentioned  cases  this  act  shall  be  void  and  of 
no  effect,  except  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  hability  of 
said  corporation  for  damages  occasioned  by  the 
location  or  construction  of  its  said  road. 

Sec.  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 


Approved       AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  AN  ACT  ENTITLED  "AN  ACT  TO 
Apn   19.1010.       INCORPORATE  THE  RHODE  ISLAND  MUTUAL  FIRE  INSUB^ 

ANCE  COMPANY,"  PASSED  AT  THE  JUNE  SESSION,  A.  D.  1848, 
AND  OF  THE  ACTS  IN  AMENDMENT  THEREOF. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  act  entitled  ^^An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Rhode  Island  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany/' passed  at  the  June  session,  A.  D.  1848,  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :

^^Sec.  2.  In  cases  of  special  hazard  or  in  other

The  governor,  lieutenant-governor, 
secretary  of  state,  attorney  general,  general  treasurer, 
and  senators  and  representatives  in  the  general 
assembly,  shall  be  elected  at  town,  ward,  and  district 
meetings,  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday 
in  November,  biennially,  commencing  A.  D.  1912, 
and  shall  severally  hold  their  offices  for  two  years 
from  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  next  succeeding 
their  election  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

Sec  2.  This  amendment  shall  take,  in  the  con- 
stitution of  the  state,  the  place  of  section  2  of  article 
XI  of  articles  of  amendment  to  the  constitution, 
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sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  or  so  much  thereof  as

stitution of  the  United  States,  which,  when  ratified 
by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several 
states,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  a 
part  of  the  said  constitution,  viz. : 

"Article  Sixteen.  The  congress  shall  have  power 
to  lay  and  collect  taxes  on  income,  from  whatsoever 
source  derived,  without  apportionment  among  the 
several  states,  and  without  regard  to  any  census  or 
enumeration. ''

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  Almighty  God  to  remove 
by  death  the  Honorable  Charles  P.  Bennett,  for 
fifteen  years  secretary  of  state  of  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island  and  Providence  Plantations,  and  for  a  like 
period  an  officer  of  the  general  assembly,  by  virtue  of 
his  office  secretary  of  the  senate  and  secretary  of 
the  grand  committee;  and 

Whereas,  During  his  incumbency,  which,  after 
twelve  years  as  deputy  secretary  of  state,  began 
May,  A.  D.  1894,  and  continued  without  interruption 
to  the  date  of  his  death,  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
August,  A.  D.  1909,  the  services  of  the  Honorable 
Charles  P.  Bennett  were  distinguished  by  unsur-

Joint  Rules  and  Orders. 


Adopted  January,  A.  D.  1910. 


PaaSdji?*         1.    The  following  Joint  Standing  Committees  of 

1£1?^ —  both  houses  shall  be  created  at  the  commencement  of 

the  January  session,  viz. : 

A  committee  on  accounts  and  claims. 

A  comimittee  on  sales  of  real  estate. 

A  committee  on  executive  communications. 

A  comimittee  on  engrossed  acts. 

A  committee  on  printing. 

A  committee  on  rules  and  orders. 

A  comimittee  on  pubUc  health. 

2.  Each  joint  standing  committee  shall  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  house  and  three  members  of  the 
senate. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  committee  on 
accounts  and  claims  to  consider  all  such  accounts 
and  petitions  in  relation  to  claims  and  demands 
against  the  state  as  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  to 
report  their  opinion  thereon  and  such  propositions 
relative  thereto  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  committee  on 
sales  of  real  estate  to  consider  all  petitions  in  rela- 
tion to  the  sale  of  real  estate  which  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon  and  such 
propositions  relative  thereto  as  may  seem  to  them 
expedient. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  joint  committee  on 
executive  communications  to  consider  all  conununi- 
cations  from  the  federal  government,  from  the  states, 
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and  from  the  government  of  this  state,  and  all  such 
other  matter  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  either 
house,  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon  and  such 
propositions  relative  thereto  as  may  seem  to  them 
expedient. 

6.  All  acts  or  bills  passed  in  concurrence  by 
either  house  shall  thereupon  be  referred  to  the  joint 
committee  on  engrossed  acts,  who  shall  forthwith 
cause  the  same  to  be  fairly  engrossed  on  at  least  one 
sheet  of  paper,  without  interUneations  or  erasures, 
with  a  margin  of  not  less  than  one  inch  on  each  side, 
and  shall  carefully  compare  the  engrossed  copy  with 
the  act  or  bill  referred  to  them,  and  if  truly  and 
rightly  engrossed,  shall  report  the  engrossed,  to- 
gether with  the  original,  act  or  bill  to  the  house  from 
which  it  was  received  by  said  committee.  The 
committee  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  titles  of  all  the 
acts  and  bills  which  they  shall  cause  to  be  engrossed, 
and  lodge  the  same  in  the  oflSce  of  the  secretary  of 
state.  Every  engrossed  act  or  bill  reported  back  by 
said  committee  to  either  house  shall  on  the  same  day 
be  transmitted  to  the  governor,  in  the  case  of  the 
senate,  by  the  secretary  of  state,  and  in  the  case  of 
the  house  of  representatives  by  its  recording  clerk, 
and  the  original  act  or  bill  and  all  documents  relating 
thereto  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  governor  with 
such  engrossed  act  or  bill.  The  officer  so  transmit- 
ting any  such  engrossed  act  or  bill  shall  certify 
thereon  the  date  of  its  transmission,  and  shall  enter 
upon  the  journals  of  the  senate  or  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, as  the  case  may  be,  on  the  day  of  such 
transmission,  a  record  of  the  title  of  every  act  or  bill 
so  transmitted. 

7.  Whenever  the  governor  shall  return  to  either 
house  an  act  or  bill  transmitted  to  him  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  rule,  the  presiding  officer  of  such 
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house  shall  at  once  cause  the  house  to  be  notified 
of  such  return  and  the  reasons  given  by  the  governor 
therefor,  and  shall  order  such  reasons  or  objections 
to  be  entered  upon  the  journal  of  that  body- 

8.  The  engrossed  acts  and  bills  which  shall  be 
reported  to  the  senate,  and  passed  by  them,  shall  be 
certified  by  the  secretary  of  state ;  and  those  reported 
to  the  house  of  representatives,  and  passed  by  them, 
shall  be  certified  by  the  speaker  of  the  house. 

9.  When  any  act  or  bill  shall  be  passed  in  con- 
currence by  either  house,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  engrossed  acts,  and  when  reported  by 
them  as  having  been  properly  engrossed,  shall  be 
certified  as  provided  by  rule  8.  The  term  "act," 
whenever  used  in  rules  6,  7,  and  8,  shall  be  construed 
to  include  every  bill,  resolution,  or  vote  which  shall 
have  passed  either  house  in  concurrence,  except 
such  as  relate  to  adjournment,  the  organization  or 
conduct  of  either  or  both  houses  of  the  general 
assembly,  and  the  resolutions  proposing  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution. 

10.  All  acts,  bills,  and  resolutions  passed  in  con- 
currence by  either  house,  or  passed  in  concurrence 
over  the  objections  of  the  governor,  shall  be  com- 
municated by  message  to  the  other  house. 

11.  Neither  house  shall  entertain  any  petition 
the  subject  of  which  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
court  in  this  state. 

12.  Every  bill  or  resolution  presented  to  either 
house  shall  be  plainly  written  with  ink  upon  a  full 
sheet  of  paper  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces 
between  the  sections,  with  a  full  title  and  proper 
endorsement;  and  if  an  amendment  to  a  pubHc  act, 
it  shall  in  addition  to  its  title  name  the  number  of 
the  chapter  to  which  it  refers. 
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13.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  senate 
to  the  house  of  representatives,  it  shall  be  announced 
at  the  door  of  the  house  by  the  sheriff,  and  again 
when  the  messenger  comes  within  the  bar  of  the 
house,  by  the  speaker  or  presiding  officer  of  the  house ; 
when  all  business  shall  be  suspended  imtil  the  mes- 
sage shall  be  received  and  answered,  if  any  answer  be 
necessary,  and  the  message  shall  be  respectfully 
communicated  to  the  chair  by  the  person  by  whom 
it  may  be  sent. 

14.  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  a 
message  shall  be  sent  by  the  house  of  representatives 
to  the  senate. 

15.  All  sununons  for  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
before  either  house  of  the  general  assembly,  or  before 
any  special  or  standing  committee  of  either  or  both 
houses  thereof  (authorized  to  send  for  persons  or 
papers),  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
house  before  which  such  witness  may  be  required  to 
attend,  or  the  presiding  officer  of  the  house  in  which 
the  committee  originated;  or,  if  before  joint  com- 
mittee, by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  house  where  the 
authority  to  send  for  persons  and  papers  originated. 

16.  When  any  sunmions  shall  be  issued  to  any 
witness  to  attend  upon  either  house  of  the  general 
assembly,  or  before  any  committee  of  either  or  both 
houses  thereof,  it  may  be  served  by  any  officer  in 
attendance  upon  the  general  assembly,  by  reading 
the  same  to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  directed,  in  his 
presence  and  hearing,  or  by  giving  to  or  tendering 
him  an  attested  copy  thereof. 

17.  Any  witness,  sunmioned  as  aforesaid,  attend- 
ing upon  either  house  of  the  general  assembly,  or 
before  any  committee  of  either  or  both  houses  thereof 
authorized  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  like  fees  for  travel  and  attend- 
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ance  allowed  witnesses  attending  the  superior  court 
to  testify  in  behalf  of  the  state  in  criminal  cases; 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  treasury,  upon  the  order 
of  the  presiding  officer  of  the  house  or  committee 
before  which  such  witnesses  shall  have  attended  in 
obedience  to  sunamons  issued  or  served  as  aforesaid. 

18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  committee  before 
which  any  witness  shall  have  been  simmioned  to 
testify  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  who  shall  have 
neglected  or  refused  to  testify  or  to  produce  books  or 
papers,  if  he  shall  in  such  siunmons  have  been 
requested  to  produce  books  or  papers,  as  soon  as 
shall  be  practicable  after  such  neglect  or  refusal,  to 
report  the  same  to  the  house  in  which  such  conajnittee 
originated;  or,  if  a  joint  committee,  to  the  house 
before  which  the  authority  originated  for  the  com- 
mittee to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  the  end 
that  the  house  may  issue  an  attachment  to  punish 
the  contempt  by  the  witness  of  the  authority  of  such 
house. 

19.  All  attachments  for  contempt  of  the  authority 
of  either  or  of  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly 
shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff,  or  his  deputies,  of  the 
county  in  which  the  general  assembly  shall  be  in 
session,  and  may  by  such  sheriffs  or  deputies  be 
served  in  any  county  within  the  state. 

20.  The  joint  committees  of  the  two  houses, 
excepting  the  joint  committee  on  engrossed  acts, 
may  report  by  bill,  resolve,  or  otherwise,  to  either 
house  at  their  discretion;  and  all  bills  or  resolves 
reported  by  them  shall  be  written  in  a  fair,  legible 
hand,  without  interUneation,  on  not  less  than  a  sheet 
of  paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces  between 
the  several  sections  or  resolves,  and  have  a  full  and 
clear  title,  with  a  proper  endorsement. 
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21.  Reports  of  joint  committees  may  be  recom- 
mitted to  the  same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
house  first  acting  thereon,  without  asking  the  con- 
currence of  the  other  branch,  and  bills  or  resolves 
which  have  been  previously  acted  on  in  one  branch 
may  be  recommitted  by  the  other  without  a  concur- 
rent vote,  except  when  recommitted  with  instruc- 
tions: Provided,  that  after  such  recommitment 
reports  shall  in  all  cases  be  made  to  the  branch  which 
shall  have  ordered  such  recommitment. 

22.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the 
two  houses  to  meet  in  grand  committee,  such  agree- 
ment shall  not  be  annulled  or  altered  except  by 
concurrent  vote. 

23.  No  business  shall  be  entered  upon  in  grand 
conmiittee  other  than  that  named  in  the  invitation 
to  meet  in  grand  comimittee. 

24.  Whenever  any  petition,  act,  or  bill,  or  the 
further  consideration  of  any  matter,  is  continued  by 
either  house  to  the  next  session  of  the  general  as- 
sembly, with  or  without  order  of  notice,  such  action 
thereon  shall  not  be  communicated  to  the  other 
house. 

25.  In  order  to  preserve  uniformity  in  the  official 
papers  and  ensure  accuracy,  all  petitions,  acts,  and 
resolutions  presented  to  the  general  assembly  shall, 
as  far  as  possible,  be  written  upon  paper  of  a  uniform 
size  and  style,  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the  secre- 
tary  of  state  and  the  clerks  of  the  two  houses. 

26.  The  joint  committees  of  the  two  houses,  and 
the  standing  and  select  committees  of  each  house, 
may  in  their  discretion  order  the  printing  of  any  pe- 
tition, bill,  or  other  paper  referred  to  them;  and  all 
said  committees  may  report  in  print. 

27.  Whenever  the  two  houses  meet  in  grand  com- 
mittee for  the  election  of  any  person  to  any  position. 
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the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  upon  the  request  of 
ten  members  of  the  grand  committee. 

28.  No  bill,  act,  or  resolution  shall  be  considered 
by  the  general  assembly  except  by  imanimous  con-
